we reach them? The way, of course, was to go to the public direct. So 
we decided to become retailers, and in 1931 we issued our first catalog. 


What People Liked. It took courage to take the step, but our de- 
cision to enter the retail business turned out to be one of the wisest 
things we have ever done. Adversity turned out to be a blessing in 
disguise. People liked the things we shipped them. “Those roses you 
delivered,” they would write, “have the most magnificent roots we 
have ever seen.”” Then would come another letter telling us how well 
the plants were blooming—and often enclosing the names. of neigh- 
bors who wanted our catalog. (We learned the power of the voice that 
tells good news across the back fence.) 


“That Something Extra.’”’ Our early customers found that they 
could count on what we told them. They could tell, of course, that we 
were enthusiastic about our goods. But what pleased them most, we 
think, was the discovery that what we delivered was generally at 
least a little better than they expected. Our customers came to look 
to us for extra quality; for fair prices; and for alertness in searching 
out new varieties—being careful that they are good as well as new. 
They were impressed by our practices—like selling only fruit trees 
budded from proven bearing trees. :

THE NEW RED RASPBERRY 


A 90 TOMS RED is a new red raspberry 
originated by Mr. Lawrence Toms, Nevada, 
Iowa. It is a cross of a black raspberry and 
Latham, a red variety. This is the first time 
that such a cross has ever resulted in true red 
colored fruit. All such crosses have always 
resulted in purplish-red fruit. Mr. Toms 
noticed that this new hybrid of his was ex- 
tremely disease-resistant and an extremely 
heavy producer. The canes grow only 3 to 4 
feet tall but they have many fruiting branches 
along the canes. The fruit is a bright red color, 
firm and cannot be picked green because it 
does not loosen until ripe. It is not quite as 
large as Latham but is better quality and a 
much heavier bearer. It is ideal for home use 
because it does not all ripen in just a few 
days but ripens over a period of a month to 
six weeks, from early July to mid-August. 
Toms Red is a new variety so we do not 
know how good it really is until it has been 
planted and fruited in many different places. 
It may well prove to be the finest of them all. 
You plant some and if they should not be 
satisfactory you may select from our catalog, 
without cost, whatever you want equal to 
what you paid us for the Toms Red plants.

How to Grow “Mums” 


“Mums” like rich, well-drained soil in full sun or part shade. 
Plant 2 to 2% feet apart. After new growth is a few inches tall, 
pinch out the tips so as to make the plant branch. In late fall 
after severe frosts you can cut off the tops and put on 3 or 4 inches 
of sand. This helps prevent the plant from “heaving out’’ during 
winter. Level off this sand in the spring. Divide the clump every 
2 or 3 years. 


We send out Mum plants either field grown or growing plants in 
pots. Plant the potted plants as soon as you get them, taking 
them out of the pots carefully. Water thoroughly. If you should 
get some late spring frosts, then protect these plants. If you get 
field-grown plants, you will notice that there are a number of 
runners coming out of the main stem. When you plant be very 
careful that these runners are not buried too deeply. As the illus- 
tration shows, bring the tip of each runner up to the ground level. 
Remember that the new plant develops from these runners and 
not from the old stem.
